He Is almost
30 years old, and for the last generation lhas
been recelving all the honor and admiration
that could touch the artlst’'s Leart, Never-
thelezs he showed muceh satisfaction when
told of Duse's fancy for his works, and
mumbled some worills to the effect that the
Ttallnn netross really n genlus in her
wity: a groft coneession to her sex from him,
for Mienzel is o kootty old tellow with all
the woman-hating sentiments of a eonfirmed
bachelor, e bought o pleture of Duge,
plaeed 1t earefully In his ecoat-tall pocket,
and departed,

T'he proprietor of the art store told one of
Mengzel's friends whnt hoad happened, and the
friend. at once Invited Duse and Menzel to
his houze to meet cach other ot dinner.
Bach ¢ame, overflowing with admiration for
the other, Menzel knows no Italinn and
Duse knows no CGerman. So the conversny
tlon wag Hmlted to shrugs of the shoulders,
wavings of the hand and mutually nnin-
tolligible exclnmations. When the time for
parting came Duss thriw off the reserve, of
which Americans heard so much during her
American tour, selzed the old man's hand
anil tried to ralse I to her lips.

It Is for this reason that the wonders of
the new park have go long eseaped nlike
the Inoursiongef tourlst or descriptive artist,
while the glories of mores necegsible reglons
have been heralded throughout Chrlstemlom.
And it might still remaln unknown and un-
noticed were It not that from out this almost
Ctmmerian Jand rlges the most superb and
majestic mountuin peak to Le found on
this continent, If not upon the round earth,

For, while there are other poaks whose
brows are cooled by yet higher altitudes
there wre none which present such r rare

and wondrous union of symmetry and sub-
limity, of mystle color, perfoction of grace-

ful outling and glgantic and awe-inspiring
shape as this soaring dome of snow, the
Mount Rainier of the maps, the Mount Ta-

coma of popular usage and aboriginal tra-

dition. There are few who may look upon
(e lone and ‘simple mojesty with soul un-
moved, for It I8 one of nature’s master-
ploces.  And there are foew who, having
looked upon it, do not experience a desire
to penetrate the dreamy vell In whioh 1t

lhangs and moke acqualntance of Its nearer
beauties, 1t has a spell and a fascinotion
so sublle and resistiezs as to atir the com-
monoest elod, while It spurs the poetle faney

to funtastic flights. [ remember as 1 frst
watehied it grow, luminous, opalescent angd
regal from out the mantle of mist which

held it ns in a shroud, 1| could have Sum-
moned back the whole antlgue world of
mythology and domiciled (t upon this greater
and  grander Olympus,

DISCOVERED BY A POET.

1t was Theodore Winthrop, of gentle
memory and pathetie fume, who fiest spread
abrond the glorles of the siwnsh's Toacoma,
Yeurs ago, a motter of some four decudes,
to be exaect, Winthrop, voung, ardent, and a
poet to boot, Journeyed west, When he
orogsed the fsthmus of Panamn and #trock
northward he found abput the Golden Gate
n pateh of population—a population that, In
paradoxlenl parlunce, hwl been gummoned
by a fever for gold.  But for the rest, from
bevond the Miskouri to the rolling tides of
the Pactite, he found a Tand which the maps
atill teneed with uncertain outline and peo-
pled only with savages, suve where In one
blooming onzig by the shores of the great
Salt Lake the children of a new messiah
had plunged into the wilderness secking n
home and a haven from the bigoted porse-
cutlons of a tatlon that still- teaded in
sInvoes. Ponetrating as far as the reglon
which congress was about to erect into the
territory of Washingtdn, he brought back
report of this lonely peik rising sheer from
the Inmost waters of Puget sound, whogo
name he caught from the varying dinlects
of the Indian tribes and fused into softened
cadence of *'Tah-co-ma.™ His first daz-
zling vizlon of the mauntain, caught as he
paddled up that matehless inland sea which
bears the name of Vianeouver's leutenant,
Poter Puget, Winthrop east in these vivid
and colorful lines:

WINTHROIS APOCALYPSE.

“We had roundsd n peint and opened Puy-
allup bay, a breadth of shelterad calmness,
when I, lifting slecpy eyelids for a dreamy
stare nbout, was sulddenly aware of a vast
white shadow In the water. What clowd,
piled massive on the Worizon, conld cast an
fmage so sharp In outline, o full of vigor-
ous detall of surface? No eloud, as my stare,
no loneger dreamy, presently discovered—no
eloud, but a cloud compeller., Tt wos o giant
mountiin dome of snow, swelling and geom-
Ing to M1l the aerial spheres as its Imoage
digplaced the blue desps of tranquil water.
The smoky haze of an Oregon August hid
all the length of its lesser ridges, and Ieft
this mighty summit based upon uplifting
dimnesse.  Only ita splendid snows were visls
ble, high in the unearthly reglons of clear

blue, noonday sky. The shore Hne drew o
cinoture of plnes acrods the broad base,
where It faded, unreal, Into the mist. The

same dark girdle separated the peak from
its reflection, over which my canos was now
progalng  anid gending  wavering swells to
shatter the beautiful vislon before it
“Ringly and alone ataod this majesty, with-
out any visiblo comrade or consort, though
far to the north and the south Its brethren
and sistors  dominated their realms, each
igolated soverelgnty, rising above the
furkened slerra of the Casende moun-
taing—above the stern chasm  where the
Columbla, Achilles of rivers, sweeps short
lived and jubllant o the sca—above the
lovely vales of tho Willnmette and the Ump-
quie, Of all the peaks from Callfornin to
the Frazer river, this one bhefore me was the
rovolest. Mount Regnier, Christinns have
dulibe it, In stupld domenclature, pers
petuating the name of somebedy or nobody.

feo finlds, varying from a mile to twelve
miles In length, Though no one of them
thken alone equalas In sige the grent AMidie
glaclor of Aliska, toeether thoy econstituto
the grontest glaeinl syatem in the world. By

way of comparison, rather than disparage-
ment, 1t may bo sald thet all the glaciers of
the Alps might be snogly atowed away in a
minor segment of this Hnmeanses clrele
Perhaps the largest of the lee flelds 1a
the Tahoma, Iying on the southwestern
alope of Lthe mountaln. Its proportions muy

be roughly atated ds about on@g mile in
width, NOvan milon in length nnd
nn average depth of GO0 feot Im-
agine It you will a wsolld DBlock of fee

whosoe average thickness 8 twice the height
of Trinlty spire, and in places between 1,000
and 2000 feol, and of sufficlent length and
width to cover one-half of Manhattan Island,

The Nesqually, the Cowlitz, the Carbon
and White river glaclers are of but littla
Iogs dmmensity, the last named being fully
twelve miles In length, When now you
conslder that a glacler A4 mile In length
und a hall a mile wide, In BEurope, I8 an

cminently rospéctiable affalr, you mnpy grasp
sometliing of the size and bulk of this fleld
of fei.

From these massive storage reservoirs
flow some six streams varying from seventy
to 100 miles In length, the Cowlitz, Natches,
the White, Poyallup, Des Chutes and Nes-

qually, which warfously empty nto the
Columbln, Puget sound and the sen. Fre-

A CAMP

IN PARADISE.

In almost startling contrast to all this
drieary desert of snow Is Lho uplgoe bosury
and subbmity of Paradise valley Lying

on the southern slope of the mountaln, shiut
In on either side Ly the huge glactérs of the

Nosquully and Cowlite, and sueronnded by
towering walls: of basalt, the effoct as you
come ypon it is bizaree in the extrome; (s

ad though one had stepped from the regions
of the pole Into a pemi-tropieal garden.
Here nature revels In her most gorgeous
sceoenle and chromatic offects, The valley is
a deep, broad, natural park, some ten miles
In'length and perhaps two wide, amd curyed
in the form of an uncompleéted horseshoe,
It les just below the line of perpetual soosy,
Its basaltic palisades protect it from the
glacier's chilling breath, and ns the warm
sonthern ‘sun beats upon its rich voleanie
goll it summona to lfe an almost tropicad
vegetation, which spreads over the fioor of
the wvalley ke a carpet of brilllant color,
It Is almost a hothouse effect. AL the ex-
trene head of the park Hes Paridise glacter,
pouring  forth  the turbulént milk-white
stream whileh goes swirling down the valley
like a strin of pearl in the richer emerald or
aniber and  folinge. Higlhier wtill glewm
the cold, white flanks of the Caowlitz glacler,
while over the jutting cliff tops the riotous
strenms poutod down from the fes flells take
Bying leaps from the dizzy crests, and shim-
moer gently into the far depths, Chilef ot
these s the beautiful Shoiskin or Paradise
falls, nt the hend of the valley, A little lnke
nestles at the foot of the ridge, while away
to the seuthward, 100 miles to the Columbin,
tho rough and broken country stretches away
like an nngry, tamultaous gea, St Helens,
a sharp volcanic cone wreathed in snow,
Ifts It graceful head In the distance, il
beyond are Mt Hood and Mt, Jefferson.
Looking down the valley the bnsaltic walls
seem of an arffflclal regularity; the effect of
the vivid coloring of the follnge I weird and
fantastic, as I the sunlight wera Nlterod
through some vast prism; and as the eyve
gweols the geone with its strange com-
mingling of erng and waterfall, gincler and
garden-like vegelation, tho blending of Jan-
wary and June, one might faney the spot
some anelent pliyground of the young gods,

A camp In Paradise park i8 an unmized
delight.  Game abounds and the sconery 1s
Intoxicating, And It 18 here, at an elevn-
tion of about 6,000 fect, that you hegin to
appreciate something of what awaits the
elimber who pushes on Lo the summit.
Camp of the Clouds, which lles on n high
ridge above the valley, about 7,000 fest up,
14 ot a higher elevation than is Pike's Peak
supinil above the ecity of Denver. There is
still a matter of 8,000 fect, o mila and a
lialf, of sheer ascent before the top ia at-
tuined.

HIGHEST PEAK IN THIS COUNTRY.
